Doyles Motors, Ltd., were :—Andrew Joseph 
Loyle, company director, Wynnefield Park, 
Rathmines; John Orford, 18 Nottingham 
street; William B. Daly, Grange Lodge, 
Rakeny; Desmond J. Magill, Willowbank, 
Dundrum; Gerald Mayne, Glenart avenue, 
Blackrock, and William A. Layng, Willow- 
bank, Dundrum. | 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Mar- 
tin Connolly (instructed by Mr. D. O'Donovan, 
of vg Chief State Solicitor’s Office) prose- 
cuted. 

Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. M. 
Binchy, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
OnUadhaigh and Proud) appeared for all 
the defendants, except Mr. Layng, for whom 
Mr. Binchy appeared separately. 

Edmond P. Burke, Inspector of Weights 
and Measures, Dublin Corporation, said that 
he inspected scales at Eden quay apd Kevin 
street occasionally, and found them to work 
uniformly. He tested them with weights in 
March last and found them accurate. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., 
witness said that the contractor looked after 
the weighbridge. The verification test carried 
out by witness at Eden quay and Kevin 
street was not an official verification. It was 
not entered in an indenture but in a verifica- 
tion book. The weignt machines were liable 
to get slightly out of order from time to 
time, 

Thomas McDonne?l, clerk in charge of 
records in the Weights. and Measures De- 
partment, Dublin Corporation, | produced 
records of comparative tests of weighbridges 
i the city. He said that he had never 
found the Eden quay weighbridge wrong on 
such tests. The Corporation had local 
standards of weight, from fifty-six pounds 
down to half a dram, Avoirdupois. 

In cross-examination, witness said that the 
Eden quay weighbridge was tested up to its 
full capacity of twenty tons. They had 
about seven tons of heavy weights and other 
standard weights making about eight tons. 
Ba did not agree that the weights would be 
only an approximation. 

Guard O. Lew (145A) deposed that on 
30th August, 1933, in company with Station 
Sergeant Sheridan, he went to Bachelor's 
Walk and saw the defendants, Messrs. Layng 
and Magill. He told them that he was in- 
vestigating the purchase, registrations and 
weighing of commercial vehicles, that a num- 
ber of them had been licensed at rates based 
on unladen weight, and when reweighed . were 
found to weigh considerably in excess of the 
registered weight, and also that the owners 
had been compelled to pay duty at a higher 
rate on the increased weight. e told them 
further that these vehicles had been bought 
from Messrs. Doyles Motors, Ltd., and the 
ewners had said that they had nothing to 
do with registration, weighing or licensing 
of the vehicles. 7 

After having been cautioned, both Mr. 
Layng and Mr. Magill said that. they did 
not wish to make a statement. He asked 
them if they were prepared to give specimens 
of their handwriting, telling them that such 
specimens might be used for comparison with 
signatures in registration books of the 
vehicles sold by the firm. They declined to 
ive the speciméns.

APPEAL. 


NEW LICENCE 
GRANTED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 


HE hearing of the appeal on behalf of 
I Mr. Patrick James O'Malley, of the 


Ormond Hotel, Upper Ormond guay, 
Dublin, in relation to the licence attached to 
his premises was continued. The appeal was 
from an order of the High Court allowing 
the cause shown against and discharging a 
conditional order for certiorari and 
mandamus, to bring into the High Court, 
for the purpose of being quashed, an order 
of Circuit Court Judge Davitt, refusing, In 
default of jurisdiction, Mr. O’Malley’s appli- 
i cation for an extension of the licence in respect 
of the hotel premises 8, 9, 10 and 11 Upper 
Ormond quay, Dublin, or, alternatively, for a 
new licence, and directing the Circuit Court 
Judge to hear and determine the application. 

It appeared that in 1906 the licence, which 
was then for number 8 Upper Ormond quay, 
was extended to the adjoining premises, 
number 9. Mr. O'Malley extended the 
premises so as to include numbers 10 and 11, 
and the application to the Circuit Court 
Judge was for a certificate under Section 6 of 
the Licensing Act of 1902, which authorised 
the granting of a new licence where it was 
shown that the licence was asked for in 
respect of premises attached to or adjoining 
premises already licensed, and where the 
extension was for the purpose of making the 
licensed premises more suitable for the busi- 
ness carried on therein. Objection to the 
application had been made on the ground 
that when the licence was extended to 
number 9 the powers of Section 6 of the Act 
of 1902 were exhausted; and a further 
abjection was on the ground of the number 
of previously licensed houses in the neigh- 
hourhood. . What the Supreme Court was 
asked to determine was the net point of law 
arising on Section 6 of the Act of 1902, 
whether there was jurisdiction in the circum 
stances of this case to grant an extension of 
the licence under that section.

‘OBJECTORS’ POSITION. 


Referring to the question of the locus 
stand: of the objectors, which had been 
raised by the Chief Justice on the previous 
day, Mr. Maguire said that it seemed to him 
that the right of the objectors to appear 
there was governed in the first instance by 
Section 4 of the Licensing Act of 1833, and 
he submitted that the objection which might 
be made .to an application for a licence, 
according to the section, meant any legal 
objection. 

The Chief Justice asked Mr. Maguire was 
his point that he could make any objection, 
whether it was specified’ in the section or 
not ? 

Mr. Maguire replied that his point was 
that he had a right to make an objection on 
auy of the three statutory grounds men- 
tioned in the section, and in pursuance of 
that he was entitled to raise ‘‘any matter 
er objection’? which would assist the Court 
or enable the Court to reject the application. 
He had objected on the ground of the num- 
ber of previously licensed houses in the 
neighbourhood, and that involved a number 
ef considerations: it involved not merely the 


Í numerical figure of the houses, but an in- 


vestigation of the drinking facilities in the 
neighbourhood, and the kind of facilities 
available and so forth. It involved every- 
thing that reasonably went before the judge 
for consideration in connection with the ques- 
tion why he, on the ground of that object 
tion, should not grant the licence. He sub- 
mitted’ that anybody going in to object on 
legal grounds was entitled to raise, as a first 
fundamental, an objection to the jurisdiction 
to make the order at all. 

It appeared to be the settled practice in 
this country for years past, continued Mr. 
Maguire, that objectors should have the right 
to come in and pursue their legal objection, 
properly made, and it appeared to be the 
settled practice also that where objection had 
been made notice was served on the objectors 
as respondents in such a case as this. It 
was in pursuance of that practice that he 
had appeared in the High Court, and that 
he appeared in the Supreme Court. 

The Chief Justice said that notice was 
served to give a person an opportunity to 
eonsider his position, and if he had a legal 
standing, then he might come in, 


LAW V. PRACTICE. . 


Mr. Maguire said that he respectfully 
agreed that mere service of a notice did not 
entitle him to come in, but his argument 
was that the practice was in fact to come in 
and the wording of the Crown Office Rules 
upon that was significant ; it almost seemed to 
assume that he was entitled to come in. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that if a 
hotel had a publican’s licence, and the ad- 
joining house was taken in and the place was 
tun under the one licence, that would in.

ear. The grantee had previously granted, in. 
769, the fair green, together with the tolls, 
Ps predecessors in title. The 
fair continued to be held down to quite 
recently, and it had become one of the best- 
known horse fairs in Europe. About 1895 
eople in Buttevant commenced to hold a fair 
in the streets of the town, and Mrs. Carroll, 
mother of the tenant, got an injunction 
against these people. Mr. Carroll, himself, 
got an injunction later, but the Cahirmee fair 
continued to decline until 1919, when it ceased 
altogether. 
Counsel submitted that, the demise under 
which Mr. Carroll held the fair green was a 
demise to hold fairs there, and the right 
under the patent to collect tolls; that it was 
simply a demise of a piece of land to be 
held for the purpose of collecting the tolls. 
The fact that the Carroll family did not 
exercise their right since 1919, and that they 
allowed the people of Buttevant to infringe 
on their rights to their detriment, did not 
alter the position of the landlord or the 
nature of the grant under which he held this 
piece of land and the right to hold fairs 
there, 
Mr. Phelps examined Martin O'Sullivan, 
chauffeur to Baron Castletown, who said that 
he had frequently attended the fair of Cahir- 
mee, where there would be from 1,500 to 2,000 
horses offered for sale. Before any anima! 
was admitted to the fair 1s. had to be paid of 
the toll. and another ls. if the animal was 
taken into the ‘‘ galloping field.”” He had 
also passed through the rival fair at Butte- 
vant. where there would be about 500 horses 
offered for sale in the one long street com- 
posing Buttevant. 
Mr. Thomas Carroll, examined by Mr. 
Newett (instructed by Messrs. A. Carroll and 
Co.), for the tenant, said that he inherited 
the holding from his mother, and was familiar 
with it for forty years. The profits from the 
fair had varied, the receipts from the last 
fair, in the year 1919, being between £50 and 
£60 


Mr. Newett—The fair had been falling off 
for years ? 

Mr. Justice Wylie—It did not fall off until 
the War broke out? 

Mr. Carroll—No. 

Witness further said that for years efforts 
had been made to hold the fair in Buttevant, 
and a farmer opened up a field there and suc- 
ceeded to a certain extent, but witness got an 
injunction. Attempts were made every year 
to hold the fair in the streets of Buttevant, 
notwithstanding the injunction. 

Up to 1919 witness did hold his fair, and 
in 1920 he had the gates open, but no fair 
took place, and a big notice was printed on 
the wall threatening anyone who attempted 
to hold a fair. He opened the gates for years, 
but people with horses told him that they 
were directed towards Buttevant. 

Asked by counsel what he had done with 
the land, he said that, having failed to hold 
the fair, he used the land for grazing and 
pasture. 

Mr. Newett—Was it by any wish of yours 
the fair was discontinued ? 

Mr. Carroll—No; I always did my best tq 
keep it. 

Replying to questions put in cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Phelps, Mr. Carroll said that he 
became unpopular because he enforced hig 
rights. 

Mr. Justice Wylie held that the lease wag 
a gs of the tolls for the fair, and the fain 
field was a piece of land on which to colleci 
the tolls. In granting the landlord’s appeal, 
Mr. Justice Wylie said that it was a shame 
to see a fine old-established fair like that, 
which had been frequented by buyers from 
all over the Continent, being allowed to drif§ 
into a street corner fair at Buttevant.

JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFFS 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON). 


Judgment in favour of the plaintiffs was 
delivered in two actions relating to the prize 
of £30,000 won by the holders of a ticket 
“in the Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstakes which 
drew Hyperion in last year’s Derby. 

James Edward Murphy, victualler, 41 
Maiden lane, Strand, London, his wife and, 
others claimed to. be entitled to £15,000, 
being half of the £30,000 won by the ticket. 

Mrs. Nellie Thompson, Broad street, Tot< 
tenham, London, áil others, the defendants, 
denied that the ticket was held in moieties, 
They contended that it was divided inte 
tenths. 

Mrs. Alice Mary Murphy, wife of Jameg 
Edward Murphy, claimed payment of £1,000, 
the bonus payable to the seller of the ticket 
in question, Mrs. Nellie Thompson being 
named as defendant. 

The Trustees of the Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., 
Dublin, were also sued as defendants. 

In giving judgment, Mr. Justice Johnston 
said that the long-existing friendship between 
the two families had been so sundered that 
he thought it could never be revived. He 
had come to the conclusion that the evidence 
of Mrs. Murphy must he accepted, and that 
the simple division of three-sixths each which 
she proposed was the more probable explana- 
tion of what happened. He thought that the 
adoption of the silly pseudonym, ‘‘ The Ten 
Wise Crackers,’’ had a good deal to do with 
the litigation. 

“There is one further remark I wish to 
make,” Mr. Justice Johnston said, ‘‘and it 
is due to Mr. J. F. Walshe, who had sup- 
plied the transcript of the shorthand notes 
of the proceedings, that I should make it. Ig 
was a marvellous piece of work, and I con; 
gratulate him on it.’ |

Mr. Richard Rowley’s one-act play,

ACusical Bridge. 


That energetic and popular young Town.

“ Potato Rings.” 


I remarked recently in an Irish news- 
per a statement to the effect that an 
rish “ potato-ring’’ will shortly be 
offered for sale by auction at Sotheby’s. 
I think that it is now generally admitted 
that the use of the term “' potato-ring ”’ 
is an unfortunate misnomer.. The correct 
name for the article in question is ‘‘ dish- 
ring.” This very serviceable article is a 
peculiarly Irish contribution to the his- 
tory of domestic plate. It was formerly 
used right through the course of the 
dinner to support a variety of food bowls, 
such as a soup-bowl, a wooden potato- 
bowl, a glass fruit-dish and in all likeli- 
hood a punch-bowl. One bowl replaced 
the other as the meal progressed, and was 
thus prevented from coming in contact 
with the highly-polished mahogany table. 
The term “ dish-ring ” is always found in 
the assay books of the Dublin Goldsmiths’ 
Company. ‘‘ Potato-ring ” never occurs, 
and was probably applied to the article in 
question by some Englishman who 
laboured under the delusion that only 
potatoes were consumed here. Others per- 
sisted in the use of the misnomer right 
down to our own day. It is interesting to 
note that the word “ dish ” really méant 
a bowl in those days. 


A Fine Collection. 


The very interesting colléction of dish- 
rings in the National Museum contains 
one which is dated 1740, and I believe 
that another has been traced to America 
which is dated 1735. Great numbers of 
dish-rings were made about the period 
1780, Dublin being especially remarkable 
for their manufacture. The earlier 
examples were rather shallow, with straight 
sides, having the rim diameter equal to 
that of the base. Later the base me 
wider than the rim and the sides longer. 
This form lent itself very much to the 
pierced work in which the Irish goldsmiths 


gifted artist, Miss Jean Nolan, who has 


excelled. All kinds of charming subjects 
are represented—quaint farm buildings, 
pastoral scenes, flying birds, huntsmen 
with long-barrelfed guns, and very often 
voluminously robed Chinamen, who seem 
to stroll in quite oblivious of their sur- 
roundings. This delightfully naive repre- 
sentation of farmyard scenes is a form of 
ornamentation peculiar to the Irish work 
of the period. The later dish-rings show 
the neo-classic designs of Robert Adam. 
They are very dignified, but not nearly so 
interesting as their predecessors. No par- 
ticular mention is made of dish-rings in 
the contemporary literature. They are, of 
course, a form of plate which is very highly 
prized by collectors, and genuine examples 
always command good prices.

CPEB HC LAIR 
DR. STARKIE’S LECTURE, 


Lecturing on “ The Art of the Theatre” 
last night at 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, 
Dr. Walter Starkie, F.,T.C.D., said he would 
like to see drama considered as a meeting 
place of all the arts—poetry, music, painting, 
seulpture, dancing, and the rest. uch an 
outlook would do much to sweep away the 
mass-production of Hollywood, and might 
create a national theatre in Ireland which 
would be a kind of Bayreuth on a larger scale— 
an expression of the art of the w people. 
One of the reasons why the stage found it 
so difficult to compete with the cinema was 
that it had forgotten the maxims held by the 
people of long ago, and did not make use ot 
all the arts. : 

To-day, he said, the theatre was too uni- 

lateral. Spectators had come to regard it 
merely as a place of amusement, and the 
theatre should try to win them back to a 
proper appreciation by experiments. As it 
was, people were all writing the same kind 
of plays, and there was little variety. In 
their experiments, however, they should not 
make the mistake of being too “ highbrow,” 
for it should be remembered that the stage 
had always been in close association with the 
people.

It was claimed .t 
there was no need for the export of the 
spirits for bottling as both bottles and cases 
could be made as cheaply and as well as 
the British article. 

In the opinion of the deputation consider- 
able employment in the bottling industry, in 
case-making, bottling and packing would be 
given if the work was done at home. in 
addition extra work would be provided for 
printers and others.

IMPRESSIONS OF TYRES. 

Detective-Ser t Michael Whelan, Kil- 
larney, stated that on December 18 he went 
to Rathmore, where the tracks of a motor 
car were pointed out to him. He made a 
sketch of the left front wheel track, which 
was that of an Indian tyre, and of the left 
rear wheel, which was of the Dunlop type. 
He followed the tracks, and found deatlae 
tracks, apparently made by the same car, on 
various parts of the road to Barraduff, He 
examined all roads to Killarney, but the car 
did not follow the main road. At Killarney 
it turned at High street, and took the main 
road to Tralee. On the following day he 
took impressions of the tyres. On December 
18 he saw a blue saloon car at Tralee 
Barrack—it was almost covered with mud. 
On the front left wheel of this car, 711950, 
there was an Indian tyre, and on the left 
rear wheel a Dunlop tyre. He produced im- 
pressions of the particular tyres and of the 
marks he followed on the road. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, witness 
said that when he was following the tracks 
on the road he was looking particularly for 
the Indian and Dunlop tracks. The car 
which he examined at Tralee Barrack had 
four odd tyres. As far as he knew, the 
Indian type of tyre was not generally used 
in his district. At the time of the Rathmore 
murder a tyre on a police car burst, and 
was substituted by an Indian tyre. He 
made no further inquiries as to whether this 
tyre was sold in Killarney or Tralee. He 
did nut know the political views of the 
accused man, who did not live in his district. 

Guard M. MacMahon, Rathmore, said that 
on the morning of December 18th a strange 
blue saloon car with two men in it passed 
him going in the direction of Killarney, A 
car he saw at Killarney a few days later 
answered the description. 

Replying to Mr. FitzGerald, witness said he 
rarely saw the number plate of a car in his 
area so covered with mud. 

Detective-Officer W. Walsh, Killarney, said 
that in a dark blue De Soto car at Killarney 
Barrack he found one live round of Thompson 
gun ammunition. Cross-examined, he said 
that apparently the bullet was placed in a con- 
cealed position. 

Miss Maisie McEnery, Strand street, Tralee, 
said that on the night of December 17th, she 
travelled in O'’Grady’s car to a dance at 
Lixnaw, and when the dance was over they 
went to another dance at Crotta. O'Grady 
(the accused man) drove them home, but she 
had no idea as to the hour they returned 
home. 

__Cross-examined witness said that she had no 
idea of the distance from Tralee to Lixnaw, 
or how long it would take to get there. 

Miss Rita Moriaty, Spa road, Tralee, and 
Miss Nellie Cournane, Strand street, Tralee, 
gave corroborative evidence. Neither could 
say when they returned home from the dances. 

liss Sheila Goggins, Farmers’ Bridge, 
Tralee, said she saw O'Grady in a motor car 
near where she worked on the morning of 
December 18th, She could not say the direc- 
tion from which he came, 


REFUSED TO ANSWER. 


Superintendent Sean Gantly, Killarney Civic 
Guard Station, produced casts taken from the 
tracks in the road near Headford station of 
the two right wheels of a car, and of casts 
afterwards taken from O’Grady’s car. He 
said that he followed the track to within 
twenty or twenty-five vards of Headford rail- 
way station gates, where the car appeared to 
have stopped. 
was at the present moment in the precincts of 
the Court, as being blue, practically similar in 
colour to his own uniform. He had O'Grady 
detained, and on December 19th told him that 
he was about to be questioned under the pro- 
visions of the Constitution (Amendment) Act.

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VIEWS OF DUBLIN 
HEADMASTERS., 


—— 
Ti greater number of the recommenda- 


tions to managers of the Jrish Free 

State secondary schools contained in a 
circular issued on Monday by the Department 
of Education would seem to haye met with 
the approval of most of the leading educa- 
tionalists in Dublin. i 

“There is little doubt,” said Mr. John 
Bennett, M.A., headmaster of High School, 
'“that. the present-day schoolboy has to work 
too long a period each day, with five hours 
at school and at least three hours’ prepara- 
tion at home,” This condition, he said was 
due to the excessive competition which was 
a feature of present-day education. Only 
one-sixth of the boys passing through any 
secondary school were destined for a 
university career, and the remainder had to 
seek civil posts in banks, offices, and various 
commercial concerns. The only possible basis 
that a headmaster had of recommendation of 
boys for such posts—for which, of course, 
there was the keenest competition—was the 
school or Government examination, which 
required intensive preparation, Senior boys 
in his school, he had remarked, were very 
conscious of these circumstances, and in 
many cases were getting so anxious that 
their anxiety tended to destroy. the pleasure 
they might otherwise have obtained from their 
work, 

Mr. Bennett agreed that a definite arrange- 
ment to secure equitable distribution of home 
work among the various subjects, and prevent 
the incidence of too heavy a burden falling 
upon a pupil on any particular evening, was 
a very necessary precaution. Such a system 
was already in-operation in his school, and, 
indeed, he fancied, in most other secondary 
colleges. 

With regard to the nature of home-work, 
as discussed in the circular, he would agree 
that it should be based on revision; but, 
while this was an excellent theory, it was 
somewhat difficult to put into actual practice. 
The success of a home exercise depended 
largely on a strict examination of the results 
by the master. “If,” remarked Mr. Bennett, 
“you do the right kind of writing it is 
creative, and not a mere matter of memoris- 
ing. The most enjoyable of all kinds of work 
is that of creation.” 

The suggestion that the week-end should 
be devoted to mental and physical recrea- 
tion Mr. Bennett also described as an 
excellent one; but, again, it was rather 
difficult to put into operation. A master 
taking a class in any one of the élassical 
languages, for example, on a Monday morn- 
ing, would find it very difficult to commence 
work on any basis except that of preparation. 


THE REV. J. DAWSON. 


The Rev. John Dawson, 8.M., President, 
Catholic University School, said that he 
agreed with the statement that too many 
exercises should not be given on different 
subjects each night. It was a great mis- 
fortune when competition arose among 
masters of a school to see who could get the 
most home-work out of the pupils. The 
statement that written work should be based 
on revision was also perfectly correct. There 
was little use in setting: problems for solu- 
tion to a boy who had not been taught the 
method of dealing with such problems, The 
paragraph contained in the circular, to the 
effect that “ the memorising of rules, names, 
formulae, propositions, and so on, is done 
better and with more permanent results by 
brisk drill in class,” was also one with which 
Father Dawson agreed; but he thought that 
a certain amount of personal work was also 
most necessary, otherwise it might come 
about that the master might be doing all the 
thinking for his class. ‘* There is,” he said, 
“a very real tendency to. spoon-feed young 
people at the present time, both in schools and 
in the universities.’’ 

It was, he added, a very laudable practice 
to leave the week-end free for mental and 
physical recreation, but, as it was necessary 
to have a basis of preparation for Monday's 
class-work, he suggested that home-work 
given on Friday would serve, and thus leave 
Saturday and Sunday free. “ In approaching 
this matter of home-work,’’ concluded Father 
Dawson, ‘‘there is not taken into account 
very often the difference between the mind 
of the adult and that of the child. When a 
grown person leaves his office at five in the 
afternoon, his slow-moving mind can easily 
amuse itself until midnight. If, however, 
there is not some period of work intervening 
between the time he leaves school and bed- 
time, the more active and less-balanced mind 
of the child will have nothing to occupy 
itself with, and he will have nothing to do 
but make himself a nuisance to his parents.” 


HEADMASTER OF MOUNTJOY, 


The Headmaster of Mountjoy School (the 
Rey. William Anderson) welcomed the 
circular, as he said it would force many 
schools to take stock of their system. He 
thought that it was an excellent thing for a 
boy to be obliged to express his individuality 
in the writing of home exercises, which 
served to fix knowledge in his memory. The 
type. of exercise usually described as 
‘“mechanical"’ should be abolished, although 
he personally thought that a certain amount 
of drudgery was good for boys. '' Things are 
being iwnade too easy for young people,’’ said 
Mr. Anderson, ‘They shoul be taught to 
face problems as a preparation for the larger 
problems of life,” 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The opinions of a primary teacher were 
expressed by the principal of a Dublin 
Christian Brothers’ school, who said that the 
system would not operate with the younger 
boys, who had to be given something definite 
for preparation. From the age of sixteen 
upwards boys might be expected to take a 
personal interest in their work. ‘Three- 
quarters of examination successes were based 
on home work diligently done.

Mayor (Alderman 58. French) presiding, 
votes of sympathy were passed with the 
relatives of the late Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P. :

OUNCILLOR — SIR CRAWFORD 
bs McCULLAGH, D.L., was to-day 
elected Lord Mayor by the Belfast 
Corporation for the seventh time. Only on 
one occasion in the history of Belfast has this 
record been equalled—by the late Sir Daniel 
Dixon, Bart. 

The election of Sir Crawford McCullagh 
was. proposed by Alderman 1. E, McConnell 
and seconded by Councillor Hinds. It was 
supported by Alderman Richard Byrne, M.P. 
(Nationalist); Alderman Harry Midgley 
(Labour), Councillor Mrs. Coleman (Unionist), 
and Alderman Pierce (Unionist) and adopted. 

The Lord Mayor, who was escorted by 
Alderman McConnell and Councillor Hinds 
into the Council Chamber was received with 
an ovation. 

The Deputy Lord Mayor (Sir William 
Turner), who presided, said that by accept- 
ing office for another year Sir Crawford 
McCullagh had not only placed the Corpora- 
tion and the citizens under a debt of rati- 
tude, but had given further proof of his 
sublic-spirited interest in the City of Bel- 
fast. They recognised and appreciated also 
the dignity with which Lady McCullagh had 
filled the office of Lady Mayoress in the 
past, and would not soon forget her work 
during the war period for the soldiers and 
sailors, : 

Sir William then invested Sir Crawford 
McCullagh with the Mayoral robes and chain 


of office. 
THE RATE INCREASE. 


The Lord Mayor, returning thanks, said it 
was an honour of which any citizen might be 
proud to be selected for the seventh time as 
Lord Mayor of the city. He said that certain 


‘figures were published on Saturday last, which 


indicated that the rates at, be increased to 
something like ós. 9d.. hose figures were 
substantially: correct, but they were only an 
estimate, and nobody to-day could tell with 
any degree of accuracy what the increase 
would be. It was contemplated there would 
be a debit balance of £86,000 carried forward 
in connection with the Distress Relief. Oppo- 
site that there would be a credit on the 
various committees, and he paid a tribute to 
the manner in which the various committees 
responded to the appeal of the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee to keep their expendi- 
ture within the estimates of last year. They 
had dons so, and, while the credit in this 
respect will not compensate for the £86,000 
debit balance on the Distress Relief Account, 
will still help. 

He suggested that the ratepayers should 
suspend comment until the end of the present 
financial year, for he was convinced that owing 
to the great financial stability of the city the 
rates would not be so high as had been out- 
lined.

handsomely in the past. He believed the 
financial position of the city stood 
the highest in the kingdom. They 
were aware that they had a_bal- 
ance of a million and a half loan 
coming due this year, and the Finance Com- 
mittee a short time ago decided to raise 


“money on mortgages at the rate of 34 per 


cent, 
PUBLIC CONFIDENCE. 


There had been no advertising of these 
mortgages, and nobody had been asked for 
money. He was informed by Mr. Crawford, 
their City Treasurer, that morning, that the 
money was rolling in, the amounts varying 
from £50 to £100,000, and up to the present 
they had received almost half a n.illion. This 
demonstrated that the public had confidence 
in their city, and were satisfied with the 
management of the Corporation, They must 
have confidence in themselves, and it was 
their duty to maintain that confidence bv a 
careful expenditure during the coming year.

DUN LAOGHAIRE 
SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 


STUDENT SENT TO PRISON. 


(BEFORE MR. O'SULLIVAN.) 


Cedric MacGabhann (21), of 1 De Vesci 
place, Dun Laoghaire, was put forward on 
a series of five charges: (1) Attempting to 
kill and murder Laurence Alders (16), of 1 
De Vesci place, by shooting him with a 
Webley revolver at that address on 23rd De- 
cember last; (2) with feloniously wounding 
Alders by shooting him; (3) with feloniously 
wounding Alders with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm; (4) with having in his 
possession 2 revolvers and 2- rounds of 
ammunition with intent to endanger life, and 
(5) with having 2 revolvers and 2 rounds of 
ammunition in his possession without a fire- 
arms certificate. oe 

Mr. D. O'Donovan (Chief State Solici- 
tor's Department) prosecuted, and Mr. J. 
Grogan, solicitor, was for the defence. 

Superintendent O'Neill said that defen- 
dant had no certificate for firearms. 

Guard Quinlan said that the Webley was 
of the 1918 pattern, as served out in the 
British Army, and was in perfect order. The 
other was not in good order, i 

Mr. Grogan said he would like to stress 
the fact that the ammunition was not of the 
type used with revolvers. The revolvers 
had been “ knocking abeut’’ the house. 

Mr. O'Donovan said he would only. pro- 
ceed with the charge of illegal possession. 

Mr, O'Sullivan refused informations on 
the first four charges. The possession of 
firearms Without a heence was a very serious 
oharge. In fact, there was scarcely a day 
passed that they did not read of outrages 
in one part of the country or another. Only 
the other day at a funeral five men attended 
with rifles, and no one attempted to stop 
them. Defendant had made no statement 
to explain why he had the guns or how 
they came into his possession. 

He sentenced MacGabhann to two months’ 
imprisonment without hard labour. 

The Justice added that, in case an appeal 
were lodged, he would fix the bails at £100, 


with two sureties of £50 each.

The Home Market. | 


Ten resolutions were passed in Dublin 
yesterday by a well-attended convention 
of manufacturers under the auspices of 
the Federation of Irish Industries. 
Virtually all those who took part in the 
proceedings represented firms that are 
protected by tariffs; and the general pur- 
pose of the convention was to encourage 
the Free State Government in its policy 
of economic self-sufficiency, if not, indeed, 
to stimulate the pace of its progress. The 
Free State Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, who was present, reminded his 
audience that the nation’s manufac- 
turers had a serious responsibility. 
The people, he said, had made will- 
ing sacrifices in order to enable native 
manufacturers to secure the home market ; 
and the manufacturers, in their turn, must 
provide the public with the best possible 
goods at the lowest possible prices. Mr. 
Lemass laid stress on the fact that the 
people had decided upon a policy of 
intense industrial development, not for the 
personal benefit of the manufacturers, but 
in the country’s general interests. They 
regarded industrialists not merely as the 
happy possessors of capital, but as 
national trustees. No reasonable citizen 
could find fault with the Minister’s 
address; for, while he insisted on the 
virtues of the Government's policy, he dis- 
couraged sternly any attempt to turn it to 
sectional advantage. 

Some of the resolutions will command 
general approval. For instance, the con- 
vention’s protest against the expenditure 
of large sums of public money on the un- 
employed, ‘‘in the absence of a compen- 


sating return in the nature of productive | 


employment,’’ is most timely, and will be 
endorsed by all thoughtful citizens. The 
present Government has committed itself to 
dangerous experiments in State socialism, 
and we are very glad that the Federation 
of Irish Industries has drawn attention 
to one aspect of a problem that is grow- 
ing more serious every day. Again, we 
applaud the convention’s support of the 


Graduates’ Committee of the Irish Univer- | 


sities in its efforts to secure for Irishmen 
control of all “key” positions in native 
industries. We sympathise with its view 
that there ought to be a reduction of 
income tax on profits which are re- 
invested in Irish concerns; and there is 
much to be said in favour of its attitude 
towards child labour. Furthermore, some- 
thing ought to be done to reduce the cost 
of Shannon current to industrial con- 
sumers. All these resolutions ought to be 
considered very carefully by the Govern- 
ment. 

Three of yesterday’s resolutions dealt 
with the alleged penetration of the Free 
State market by ‘‘ alien’’ interests; and 
one of them specifically invited the Govern- 
ment to take steps to bring the entire dis- 
tributing trade under ‘‘ national ” control. 
In all matters of this kind the Free State 
would be well advised to hasten slowly. 
There is a tendency at present to ignore 
the consumers’ interests, and for that 
reason we welcome Mr. Lemass’s reminder. 
The ‘‘ economic war ” cannot last for ever. 
Sooner or later normal conditions of trade 
will be restored between the Free State 
and Great Britain; and, if the Free State 
wishes to sell her produce across the 
Channel, she must be prepared to take 
something in return. There could be no 
greater than to 
establish monopolies in the twenty-six 
Competition is an admirable 


mistake attempt to 
counties, 
incentive to efficiency, and, so long as native 
manufacturers have the shelter of almost 
prohibitive tariffs, they cannot expect any 


Government to make further concessions 


to them. The so-called ‘‘alien chain stores,’’ 
to which objection was taken yesterday, 
are a boon to the poor. They pay heavy 
rates and taxes in the Free State, and are 
responsible for much employment. Unless, 
and until, native firms are in a position to 
supply goods of equal quality at an equal 
price, any interference with these establish- 
ments would be grossly unfair, We 
hope that the Federation of Irish 
Industries will not continue to spoil a.good 
case by demands which can be fulfilled 
only at the expense of the general con- 
sumer. 


A Naval Conference. 


Something certainly is portended by the 
opening at Singapore yesterday of the 
British Navy’s Far Eastern Conference. 
This conference was initiated in 1921, 
and was intended to be an annual occa- 
sion; but, for diverse reasons, it has not 
assembled within the last seven years. 
The present gathering is being held on 
board H.M.S. Kent, the flagship of 
Admiral Sir Frederick Dreyer, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the China Station, and 
its personnel includes the admirals of all 
the Pacific stations, as well as the chiefs 
of the Australian Navy. Its precise 
business is a secret, and will remain a 
secret, perhaps, until it re-appears in 


the form of a change in British policy. 
Normally the conference is concerned 


with the strategical problems of the 
Pacific, bearing upon the defence of 
Britain’s Dominions, Colonies and trade 
routes in the Far East. According to 
the prophets, this year’s agenda includes 
a discussion of Singapore's future as a 
naval centre, the progress of the work 
which will transform that port into a 


foremost naval base, and matters of 


general policy. New point, however, has 
been added by the recent activities of 
Japan and the United States. Two days 
ago Mr. Hirota, the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, made an important speech on 
the relations of his country with the 
other Great Powers. It was childlike 
and bland in its simplicity, and clearly 
was designed to allay recent rumours; 
but the burden of it was that Japan was 
satisfied with her present policies, and 
did not propose to deviate therefrom. The 
belief is gaining ground that she is Wwait- 
ing for the expiry of the Treaty of London 
in 1935, in order to renounce the. treaty 
restriction on the size of her navy, and 
to demand, instead, equality with the 
navies of Great Britain and the United 
States. This prospect is particularly 
unattractive to Australia, who, more than 
any other country, lives in fear of the 


“ yellow peril; and we may suppose that 


Australia is largely responsible for the i 


summoning of the Singapore Conference. 

The conduct of the United States, too, has 
given Britain food for thought. Her latest. 
naval programme involves the building of | 
120 new warships, at a cost of 600,000,000 

dollars. It begins to look as if Britain 

must keep a closer eye to her Pacific 

Fleets, which are all-important to her 
security and welfare. The Far East 

to-day is a storm centre, and at any 

moment events in China may involve all 

the Great Powers. If the balance of 

strength in the Pacific is not maintained, 

Britain may find her vital trade routes in 

the gravest danger. 


“Air Sport.” 


The Berlin Correspondent of The Times 
describes a parade which he witnessed on 
Monday. Five or six hundred well-drilled 
air mechanics, in uniform, marched behind 
an excellent band. They were led by 
officers who wore medal ribbons, and flights’ 
of aeroplanes cruised’ in formation over- 
head. A British visitor, the Correspondent 
says, could have supposed himself to be 
watching a parade of the Royal Air 
Force—until the marching men broke 
vigorously into the goose step. Of course, 
they were not members of the German Air 
Force ; for, as everybody knows, Germany’s 
Air Force was annihilated by the Treaty 
of Versailles. In fact, these marching 
airmen are peaceful civilians. They belong 
to the Air Sport Federation, which is 
devoted solely to sporting aims. It controls 
all private flying in Germany ; its military 
uniform (blue, like that of the Royal Air 
Force) is highly popular; its total strength 
throughout Germany is substantial, and 
it holds regular recruiting marches in 
Berlin and other large cities. The Air 
Sport Federation has no lack of “' sport- 
ing” aeroplanes, and Germany possesses 
the largest and most highly organised 
system of commercial aircraft in !-urope. 
Under this system she controls hundreds 
of powerful, long-distance machines, which, 
within twenty-four hours, could be trans- 
formed into bombers. In the meanwhile, 
the solemn talk about disarmament con- 
tinues, and Sir John Simon passes 
importantly between London and Geneva. 
Germany, in her latest Note to France, 
‘‘renounces tne claim to build bombing 
aircraft on the understanding that all 
other countries are prepared eventually to 
abolish theirs,’’ From all the Notes and 
arguments one fact emerges with sinister 
clearness. The next war will be decided 
in the air. France, Russia, Japan and 
the United States have strong and growing 
air forces; and Germany merely conceals 
her wings as the chrysalis conceals the 
butterfly. Britain alone, with a diminished 
Air Force, still gives ear to the blandish- 
ments of Geneva, although a largely in- 
creased British Air Force would be the 
surest guarantee alike of national safety 
and of international peace. 


Colour in Industry. 


In his address to the National Federa- 
tion of Master Painters and Decorators 
at North Shields, Alderman J. W. 
Boanson, President of the Federation, 
made a strong appeal for more colour in 
Britain’s industrial life. He said that he 
would like to see a giant paint-brush 
wielded over the country from Land’s End 
to. John o’ Groats—and he might have in- 
cluded Ireland in his ideal spring cleaning. 
There is no doubt that in these islands 
industry is associated with drabness. 
Why should factories and workshops 
be dull places? Psychologists who 
have made a study of industrial problems 
are unanimous in their view that 
men and women work far more easily in 
bright surroundings; and the continental 
nations — particularly © Germany — have 
taken the fullest advantage of this fact. 
A modern factory in Germany is a thing 
of beauty. Professional psychologists are 
employed by manufacturers to ensure that 
the workers shall be encouraged in every 
possible way to give the best that is in 
them; and the use of bright colours plays 
an important part in the general scheme. 
Of course, the uncontrolled use of colour 
may lead to dreadful abuses. Jainting, 
like town-planning, ought to be under the 
direction of artists, and brightness ought 
not to be confused with mere gaudiness. 
There is a happy medium in decoration, as 
in everything else. We agree heartily 
with Alderman Boanson, however, that 
the inhabitants of these islands have much 
to learn in regard to the embellishment 
of their surroundings.

CAMPAIGN OPENED AT 


LEEDS.

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald (Prime Minister) 


launched the Government campaign on its 
accomplishments and aspirations in a speech 
to 3,000 people at Leeds Town Hall last 
night. He was received with cheers, mixed 
with some booing, and at the outset was re- 
peatedly interrupted. 

When he spoke of “my working-men 
friends ” there was derisive laughter, with 
cries of “ You'r> no; our friend.’ 

After paying a tribute to the late Viscount 
Halifax, the Prime Minister proceeded to 
speak of the attempt: of the Labour Govern- 
ment to deal with unemployment and with 
the formation of a National Government. 
When he said that no abandonment of prin- 
ciple was asked for on the part of the three 
parties there was an outburst of jeers from 
the back of the hall. 

‘‘ No principle was abandoned,’’ proceeded 
Mr. Macdonald, raisins his voice, which, 
through the microphone, drowned the hubbub 
at the back. 

Mr. Macdonald declared that the hunger- 
marches from the provinces were '' done for 
ra political purpose. The National 
yovernment, he said, had done more in two

lessedness to the people than a thousand 
hunger-marchars brought from the provinces 
to London with no hope of any good result. 

His reference to hunger-marchers was

Mr. Macdonald completely ignored his 
interrupters and shouted still louder through 
the microphone. He said that the figures of 
unemployment were down by 500,000, and a 
great many men and women who had been 
on part-time were now in full-time employ- 
ment, The immediate work before the 
Government was to continue the fine series of 


commercial treaties begun by Mr, Runciman. . 


In those treaties we got the quid pro quo, 
and the Government had pursued a policy of 
mutual exchange with a great deal of success.

LONDON LETTER. 
THE NAVAL | 
CONFERENCE. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
TurspaAY NIGHT.' 


The Empire Naval Conference, which 
was opened to-day at Singapore on board 
the cruiser Kent, possesses uncommon 
intexest, and may have the greatest im- 
nce. The proceedings are surrounde i 
with the greatest precautions to safeguard 
secrecy ; for the Kent is berthed in the 
most remote part of the great harbour, 
and no strangers are permitted to 
approach her. The conference includes 
Admiral Sir Frederick Dreyer, Vice- 
Admiral Dunbar Naismith, Vice-Admira! 
G. F. Hyde, and Rear-Admiral F. h 
Watson. The agenda is understood to 
deal with the future of Singapore as a 
naval centre, the progress of the nava! 
base construction work, the Far Eastern 
situation, and other matters relating + 
general policy. It is expected that from 
the conference will issue recommendations 
for the better use and defence of the nava' 
base at Singapore; for british naval 
forces in the East are absolutely necessary 
for the defence of the Empire. 


French Quotas. 


The French Government’s reply in re- 
gard to important quotas is considere 
most unsatisfactory by the officials of the 
Board of Trade and by British traders 
both here and in France. It is understood 
that the réport prepared by the Board o! 
Trade officials will be submitted for con 
sideration to the Cabinet when it meets to- 
morrow, and that the British Ambassac 
in Paris will be instructed to continue 
his efforts to secure further drast 
changes in the quotas. The ful] quotas 
based on the 1932 import quantities, have 
been restored on a number of goods, bi 
only three-quarters of the previous quota 
is permitted on a number of importa 
industries, such as motor cars, leather 
goods, motor cycles, jute and tyres. \ 
Walter Runciman, the President of tha 
Board of Trade, will make a statement 
the subject in the House of Commons oí 
Monday or Tuesday next. 


Disarmament. 


Developments in the discussion 
armaments between Germany and France 
are not improbable, and it may be found 
later that Herr Hitler has invited Gri 
Britain to intervene in the matter. This 
suggestion has not been denied in offi 
circles. Instead some encouragement has 
been given to the view that the time has 
come when new proposals for disarmament 
usefully can be put forward by this 
country. It is thought that the discussions 
now. taking place through the ordinary 
diplomatic channels may be a preliminary 
to the announcing of a new plan by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald when he thinks that 
the right moment hes arrived, though it 
cannot be said that the idea is being re 
ceived with any great amount of enthu- 
siasm in political circ!

Cheap Cattle in Holland. 
In Holland some 200.000 head of dairy 


cattle are being killed at the rate of 4,000 
a week, and it is expected that the whole 
task will be accomplished within a vear. 
This remarkable attack on national 
wealth has been undertaken by the Dutch 
Crisis Cattle Board, a body set up to deal 
with the decline in the demand for Dutch 
dairy -products, caused by British re 
strictions on. their import. The Duteh 
have been obliged to create an artificial 
scarcity in order to keep up the domestic 
price level. The entry of so much 
additional meat on the market, really 
equivalent to 50 per cent. of the national 
consumption of meat, threatened to upset 
the market altogether. The Cattle Board, 
therefore, arranged that the cattle shou! 
he boiled and canned, and distributed at 
less than one shilling for 2jlb. of meat 
to the Dutch unemployed. Special 
vouchers have been issued to people in 
need of them, and these vouchers are pre- 
sented at the butcher’s shop. Already 
100,000 cans of meat have been sold. ©

“INSIDIOUS PROPAGANDA.” 


There wefe many who thought that 
ecause in the campaign for industrial 

if-suficiency. a general advance along 
ne whole line had been ordered and had 
aken place, that the forces of reaction 
had been routed. That was a false con- 
clusion. It was true that the forces were 
in retreat; that they had been stripped of 
many of their weapons; that a number 
of their strongholds had been captured, 
but they were still preparing for a 
counter-attack. In fact, the nature of 
that counter-attack was already becoming 
evident. 

There were men who were spending 
their nights seeking material for that 
attack, and who had already attempted 
a few skirmishes. By a very insidious 
propaganda the idea was being fostered in 
the public mind that Irish industry was a 
hole-amd-corner development. In the 
Dail and out of it men had gone down the 
ist of new factories, not to take joy in 
what had been accomplished, but to 

K out the few cases of undesir- 
able or ill-run concerns, and then 
to parade these, not as individual 
examples of an evil. to be _ dealt 
with, but as typical of Lrish industry as a 
Whole, so that the public would conceive of 
it as a matter of workshops in tenement 
rooms and stables, of unhealthy surround- 
ings, of child labour and bad pay.

Thirdly, a mere list of new factories 
sould give a misleading picture of achieve- 
ments in the industrial sphere to date, 
because a great part of the development 
which had taken place had taken the form 
not of new factories, but of extensions of new 
eoncerns. They knew that the Government 

n planning the promotion of industrial 
revival decided to develop first the 
ndustries which already existed here in 
come form, and that had now been very 
argely accomplished. The task was, in 
fact, an easy one, because not merely was 
the national mind prepared for the 
attempt, but that there existed among 
the indugtrialists of this country the 
energy an@eenterprise which enabled them 
to take fall advantage of the oppor- 
tunities ereated for them. ‘These indus- 
tries hgd now been expanded, so that in 
the mf$in they could now meet the full 
national demand. In the food group the 
task would be almost completed when the 
new flour mills which were bein built 
tnd the sugar factories were in production. 
There remained only vegetable and fruit 
tanning, and these were matters more for 
she agriculturists.

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Although woollen manufacturers would not 
agree with him, he had referred to 
the need for securing the produc- 
tion at home of cheap cloth for 
the ready-made trade. So long as 
people desired the cheaper cloth, he saw 
no reason why they should not get it from 
Irish mills instead of importing it from 
abroad, and he invited enterprising manu- 
facturers in the Free State to engage in 
the preparation of that cloth. The officers 


of his department would be glad to welcome 


them in consultation on the matter. 
With regard to cotton, he hoped that 
within twelve months full requirements of 


cotton piece goods would be woven here 


from yarn spun in this country. 

With regard to the production of housing 
materials, they knew that Irish industry 
in that direction was virtually dormant 
until a short time ago. Now, however, 
through the policy of the Local Govern- 
ment Department in its housing campaign 
all Irish materials were being used in the 
houses that were being built. 


THE 1934 PROGRAMME. 

Dealing with the Government’s indus- 
trial programme for the year 1934, the 
Minister said there was a difficulty in 
giving advance information because of the 
danger of forestalling by large scale im- 
portations. He took that risk, however, 
because some of the new concerns envisaged 
would take time to get going, and also 
because the Government had power to act 
speedily, and persons who gambled on the 
importation of large consignments would 
do so with the knowledge that the cards 
were stacked against them. If goods were 
being imported in such large quantities 
as to interfere with industrial develop- 
ment, the Government could impose the 
necessary tariffs on these goods, even while 
the ship on which they were was sailing up 
the Liffey. 

Briefly, he said their programme for 
the year 1934 included the establishment 
‘of a number of industries which had 
existed in this country many years ago 
or not at all. 

First of all they were hoping to secure 
the re-establishment of the glass industry 
in Waterford for the production of 
domestic glassware. In a Southern town 
they were going to establish a cutlery 
factory. They had been considering the 
possibility. of producing here linoleum, 
and, although technical difficulties ap- 
peared very great, they were now 1n sight 
of overcoming them. They hoped also to 
secure here the production of rubber 
goods, motor and cycle tyres, tubes, 
rubber boots, shoes, soles and heels, and 
sports goods, including golf balls. 

The development of the use of elec- 
trical power would give them four new 
industries—namely, the production of 
electrical lamps, electric motors, heaters 
and cookers, and electric cables, They 
also hoped to develop the manufacture of 
metal. goods, and enamel and aluminium 
ware, grates and ranges. 

They had already made considerable 
progress in the manufacture of articles

$1,200,000 A YEAR 
LOSS OF TRADE.

Tae new list of French quota restric- 
tions on British imports into France 
is regarded as so unsatisfactory that it is 
receiving the immediate attention of the 
Government. 

The situation will be discussed at a 
meeting of the Cabinet to-day. 

Preliminary calculations indicate that 
the loss to British trade will amount to 
about £500,000 a year, apart altogether 


from coal, the position of which is at 
present in doubt. If, as is possible. the 
effect of the new restrictions is to impose 
a further reduction of 10 per cent. in 
British coal imports into France, then the 
total loss to British trade will amount to 
about £1,200,000 a year. . 

The broad effect of the list is to restore 
most British imports to 100 per cent. of 
the 1932 import; to raise certain classes 
of goods to 75 per cent., and to maintain 
the 25 per cent. quota in the case of an 
important category, consisting almost en- 
tirely of cotton yarns and cotton piece 
goods, 


COTTON TRADE’S POSITION, 


Bleached and unbleached cotton goods 
have been restored to 100 per cent. of the 
1932 import, and this trade represents a 
value of £46,000. But the value of the 
cotton yarns and piece-goods trade is 
about £270,000 a year, and as an import 
of only 25 per cent. is to be permitted 
under the new list, this trade is threatened 
with the serious loss of £200,000 per 
annum, 

It is estimated that British goods whose 
quota has not been restored to 100 per 
cent, will, taken as a whole, but exclusive 
of coal, suffer a loss of £500,000. 

Inquiries are being made by the Board 
of Trade regarding the position of coal. 
The French list fixes the British coal 
import at 90 per cent., but more informa- 
tion is required of the basis on which the 
90 per cent. is to be calculated. Is it 
90 per cent. of the present coal quota, 
or 80 per cent. of the quota existing 
before December, when a cut of ten per 
cent. was made? 

If 90 per cent. means 90 per cent. of the 
present quota, then British coal imports 
will be reduced by a further ten pér cent.. 
which would represent a loss of trade 
amounting to between £600,000 and 
£700,000 a year. 


A BARGAINING WEAPON. 

Great importance is attached to the 
inquiries that are now being made re- 
garding the future of coal] imports. It 
is feared that an additional cut of ten 
per cent. in coal is intended. 

Presumably the object of the reduction 
in British imports of importance, such 
as cotton goods and coal, is to place the 
French authorities in a strong position 
for bargaining in future trade negotia- 
tions. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
British Government is prepared to enter 
into negotiations on such terms. 

Mr. Runciman, President of the Board 
of Trade, has an engagement at Man- 
chester, and will be unable to attend the 
Cabinet meeting to-day, but his colleagues 
will be in a ition to consider: what 
action should taken. 


PROHIBITION OF 
JAPANESE GOODS. 


LANCASHIRE’S EMPIRE 
CALL. 


A resolution calling for immediate 
Government action against Japanese com- 
petition was carried with acclamation at 
« protest demonstration of nearly three 
thousand persons in the Free Trade Hall, 
Manchester, last night. 

It demanded, among other things, that 
all the commercial treaties between Britain 
and Japan containing the ‘‘ most-favoured. 
nation ’’ clause be denounced, and that the 


Dominions and Colonies should be per-. 


suaded to do the same. : 

Lieutenant-Commander Astbury, M.P. 
for Salford West, who proposed the resolu- 
tion, said that the ‘‘ Yellow Peril’’ 
prophesied thirty or forty years ago was 
not only coming on. ‘‘ It isinthis country, 
and every country we put our cotton goods 
into. The Yellow Peril is on us, and 
this. is a question of which either the East 
or the West shall survive.” 

Unless they stopped this competition 
they would not have a mill running in 
Lancashire in five years. “ No tax,” he 
added, ‘‘will do any good. It must be 
prohibition, pure and simple.’’ 

Mr. EK. Shackleton Bailey, M.P. for 
Gorton, Manchester, said that he believed 
the Government knew that the Japanese 
had no intention of coming to terms with 
us on a satisfactory basis.

licies, will not cease to ask what the 
‘National Government is going to do. The 
detailed answer to this question must 
await later speeches, more particularly 
because details of policy turn so largely 
upon finance, and the broad lines of 
financial policy cannot be disclosed in 
advance of the Budget. Nevertheless, the 
broad outline of the answer is clear 
already, so far as it concerns the second 
division of the Government’s views— 
namely, home and commercial affairs. 
The Government have not given up the 
idea of genera] economic agreements which 
the fate of the World Economic Conference 
postponed. They will always be ready to 
resume discussion of the fiscal and 
currency arrangements for which other 
countries have so far been unready, but, 
meanwhile, they recognise their task 
to be the consolidation of the home 
market, and of economically allied 
markets, particularly those within the 
British Empire. This means, in plain 
terms, a policy of protection in all 
such forms as will stimulate the efficiency 
of British industry, preserve the standard 
of gháis of British work-people, and in- 
crease the nation’s consumption. 

There is to be no attempt to accelerate 
the achievement of these ends by the in- 
discriminate distribution or expenditure 
of public money, but there is to be an ex- 
pansion of housing policy, an expansion 
of land settlement, so soon as the level of 
prices gives the settlers a chance of 
success, and a stimulation of new or 
promising industries, for whose products 
there is a market as yet unsatisfied by 
home production, This fortification of the 
home market is to be supplemented by 
bi-lateral or multi-lateral commercial 
treatjes, including, as soon as may: be, a 
rectification of the already valuable 
Ottawa agreements. The question, how far 
it can be supplemented by some equitable

SECRET CONFERENCE 
IN SINGAPORE. | 


AMERICA TO BUILD UP 
TO TREATY LIMITS. 


HE Far-Eastern Naval Conference, 

which is expected to be of far-reach- 

ing importance to the future of British 

naval policy in Far-Eastern waters, opened 

at Singapore yesterday on board H.M.S: 
Kent. 

The opening of the Conference, which is 
being held under conditions of the 
strictest secrecy, coincides with two 
significant developments affecting the Far 
East :— 

The speech of Mr. Hirota, the 
Japanese Foreign Minister, stressing 
the defensive character of Japan’s 
foreign policy; and 

The American proposal for the con- 
struction of 120 new warships. 

The presence of high naval authorities 
from Australia and New Zealand indi- 
cates that future policy in the Pacific is 
likely to come under discussion. 

The agenda of the Conference is believed 
to include .a discussion of Singapore's 
future as a naval centre, the }togress of 
the naval base construction work there, 
the Far-Eastern situation, and matters 
of general policy affecting the local 
squadrons, 


POWERS’ ANXIETY. 


The principal authorities taking part in 
the Conference are:—Vice-Admiral Sir 
Frederick Dreyer (Commander-in-Chief of 
the China Station), Vice-Admiral Dunbar- 
Nasmith, V.C. (Kast Indies Station) ; 
Vice-Admiral G. F. Hyde (Royai Austra- 
lian Navy), Rear-Admiral F. B. Watson 
(Commodore Commanding the New’ Zea- 
land Station). 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
in foreign capitals by the speech of Mr, 
Hirota, the Japanese Foreign Minister, 
who gave a review of Japanese policy 
abroad in the Japanese Diet on Monday, 
with particular reference to relations with 
China, the Soviet and America. 

French official circles (says a Reuter 
message from Paris) are sharing British 
anxiety regarding the situation in the Far 
East, and have read Mr. Hirota’s speech 
with the keenest interest. In Italy the 
speech has ‘been received with moderate 
satisfaction, Reuter learns from Rome. 
Japan’s activities in the Far East have 
been arousing considerable fears of a new 
race in naval armaments. 


120 NEW WARSHIPS. 


U.S. GIVING UP BEING A 
DISARMAMENT EXAMPLE, 


The Naval Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives has 
unanimously approved the Vinson Bill, 
which provides for the construction of 
120 new warships. The passage of the bill 
was urged before the Naval Committee by 
Mr. H. L. Roosevelt, the Acting Secretary 
of the Navy. The Committee has decided 
to try to attach it to the annual Naval 
Appropriations Bill, which is now being 
considered by the House. 

The cost of this programme is esti- 
mated at 616,250,000 dollars (about 
£125,000,000 at par). 

Mr, H. L. Roosevelt has stated with 
emphasis that the bill has the unqualified 
approval of the President. Supporters of 
the President indicate that the chief 
reason why the White House favours a 
Navy built up to treaty limits is that it 
is believed that Japan will insist on a 
fleet as large as that of the United States 
or Great Britain when the present Naval 
Treaty expires in 1936. 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy de- 
clared that the United States could no 
longer be a ‘‘disarmament example” to 
the rest of the world. 

It is stated that the new vessels pro- 
vided for in the Vinson Bill, with the 
exception of two aircraft carriers, are all 
intended to replace over-age and obsolete 
ships. 


JAPAN’S BUDGET DEFICIT. 


To make up the deficit caused in the 
Japanese Budget by the operations in 
Manchuria, exchange losses and the large 
increase in appropriation for national 
defence necessitated by the prevailing 
international situation, it has been de- 
cided to raise 881,000,000 yen bv loans 
(says Reuter’s Correspondent in Tokyo). 
This was announced by the Japanese 
Finance Minister, Mr. K. Takahashi, jn 
Emma the Budget to the Diet yester- 
ay, 

Expenditure on the Navy will be 
190,000,000 yen, and on the Army 
110,000,000 yen, about £11,900,000 in all, 

The total expenditure to be provided for 
in the Budget amounts to 2,112,000,000 


yen. 


AUSTRIA AND NAZI 
TERRORISM. 


LEAGUE APPEAL RESTS 
ON HITLER’S REPLY.

The belief that Austria will appeal to 
the League against Germany is gaining 
ground in Geneva, but, states Reuter, it is 
felt in League circles that everything 
depends on the nature of the reply which 
the Hitler Government returns to the 
recent Austrian protest. 

In Paris, well-informed quarters hold 
the view that a protest by Austria might 
lead to a clarification of the situation by 
paving the way for a new pact ensuring 
Austria’s independence. The French 
Government would view an appeal to the 
League with no unfriendly eye. 

It is felt that the various solutions of 
the Austrian problem now being discussed 
quietly behind the scenes in certain 
Chancelleries could be far more effectively 
and profitably threshed out upon the 
League's public stage. 

Dr. Dollfuss, int a wireless broadcast 
from Vienna last evening, confirmed that 
the question of an appeal to the Powers 
was under consideration. He said that 
Austrian patience and forbearance were at 
an end, and a united nation was deter- 
mined to assert itself. 

They would crush those guilty of 
terrorism within their borders. is for the 
terrorism that came across the border, they 
would deal with it in a different manner 
and in a different place. 

They wanted to live within the frame- 
work of the German people, but in their 
own way and following the traditions of 
their fathers. i

In his Budget address to Congress early 
this month the President asked for a ‘‘war 
chest ’’ of 2,000,000,000 dollars to continue 
the recovery drive. 

The Senate Banking Committee to-day 
approved by fifteen votes to two the Mone- 
tary Bill, but only after vital modifications 
had been made. 

It altered the bill so as to place the 
£400,000,000 Stabilisation Fund under the 
control of a board of five members, instead 
of under the Secretary of the Treasury 
alone. Perhaps, the most important 
change was the placing of a two-year time 
limit on the operation of the Stabilisation 
Fund. 

The committee also limited to two years 
President Roosevelt's power to de-value 
the dollar. i 

The Administration leaders, however, 
immediately made preparations to have 
the bill restored to its original form. The 
debate on the bill will begin in the Senate 
to-morrow, 

Meanwhile President Roosevelt has 
launched a mass attack upon grafters,

The Blue Star Line placed an order 
to-day with Messrs. Haclanl and Wolff, 
Belfast, for a 13,400-ton motor vessel to 
inaugurate a monthly service to and from 
Australia for carrying chilled beef and 
refrigerated produce. 

The new vessel will be built in the 
East Yard, Belfast, beside the two others 
already on hand for the same company. 
She will be virtually similar to the two 
vessels now under construction, her 
dimensions being 515 feet by 70 feet beam, 
with a sea speed of 16 knots. In addition 
to general cargo space she will have a 
large amount of refrigerated space, 
specially fitted for the carriage of chilled 
beef, dairy produce and frozen meat. 

While the ship is intended normally for 
cargo purposes, owing to its high speed 
which will enable it to reach Australia in 
about thirty days, it will be fitted with

T was officially announced last evening 
that at the meeting of the Free State 
Executive Council yesterday morning the 
two Lay Commissioners provided for under 
the Land Act, 1934, were appointed, They 
aa Daniel J. Browne, Secretary to the 
Department of Justice, and 
Mr. Eamonn Mansfield, 
teacher, Cullen, Co. Tipperary. —. 
It is intended that these Commissioners, 
with the Judicial Commissioner, Mr. 
Justice Wylie, shall constitute the Appeal 
Tribunal provided for in Section 7 of the 
Land Act. : ' 
At the same meeting of the Executive 
Council Mr. Stephen Roche, Assistant- 
Secretary to the Department of Justice, 
was appointed to succeed Mr. Browne as 
Secretary to that Department, the appoint- 
ment to date from ist February next. Mr. 
Roche has been with the Department of 
Justice since its formation. 
The appointment of the Ley Commis- 
sioners and the formation of the Appeal 
Tribunal constitute some of the most 1m- 
portant machinery of the new Land Act. 
The Lay Commissioners appointed to the 
Appeal Tribunal hold office by the same 
tenure as a Judge of the Circuit Court.

In their capacity as Lay Commissioners . 


they will have very important functions. 
These include matters excepted from the 
powers of the Minister, such as determina- 
tion of persons from whom land is to be 
acquired; determination of the actual 
lands: determination of price; determina- 
tion of persons to be selected as allottees ; 
the price to be paid by such _ allottees ; 
determination of the new holding to be 
provided for a tenant whose holding has 
been acquired by the Land Commission ; 
determination whether or not a holding 
has been used by the tenant thereof in 
accordance with proper methods of 
husbandry. 

In regard to these excepted matters, au 
appeal will lie to the Appeal Tribunal. 
It is provided that every question before 
the Tribunal shall be determined by a 
majority of the members, except that, on 
any question which, in the opinion of the 
Judicial Commissioner, with the con- 
eurrence of one, or both, of the other 
members, is a question of law, the opinion 
of the Judicial Commissioner shal] pre- 
vail. 

Mr. D. J. Browne has been Secretary to 
the Department of Justice for over a year. 
Before accepting that appointment he was 
Solicitor to the Kerry County Council. 

Mr. E. Mansfield, who is a National 
Teacher at Cullen, County. Tipperary, 
figured prominently some years ago in a 
dispute with the Commissioners of 
National Education. He has also occupied 


i ithe highest. office in the National. 
Germany, and will endeavour to make the. 


Teachers’ Organisation. When the first 
Free State Senate was being formed he 
was nominated for that body by Mr. Cos- 
grave, but declined the appointment.

ARMED ATTACK ON 
_ DANCE. 


MANY SHOTS FIRED. 


- 


Hn Sunday night last a moonlight attack, 
in which rifles and revolvers were used, 
was made upon a dance held by the local 
branch of the United Ireland Party in the 
lodge of Woodville Grange, Mullinalaghta, 
County Longford, The lodge had been lent 
by Captain D. A. MacManus. 

A party of about twelve men, some of 
whom were armed with revolvers, were 
menacing those on the way to the dance, 
but dispersed hastily on the approach of 
pome blueshirts, who were adequately 
equipped with sticks. 

A second party, however—four men 
with rifles and two with revolyers—began 
ge fusillade on the lodge and its approaches 
which lasted about half-an-hour, from 9 

.m. 

It is estimated that over sixty rifle shots 
were fired by the attackers, who were con- 
cealed behind hedges commanding the 
building. 

Captain MacManus, hearing the firing 
from his residence, which is about a mile 
from the lodge, came down in his car to the 
scene, and answered the assailants with 
his shot-gun. 

Detachments of Civic Guards from 
Granard and Smear, who had been sum- 
moned by messengers in motor cars, 
arrived later and took the matter in hand. 
IA considerable number of bullet marks 
was found on each side of the door of the 
lodge, indicating the use of .303 Service 
rifles. About forty rifle cartridge cases 
were picked up in neighbouring fields. 

Meanwhile the dance proceeded, and, 
though a number of people were prevented 
from attending by the attack, it proved an 
enjoyable entertainment, and was kept up 
‘ill an early hour next morning. 

The shooting had been heard many miles 
away, and created considerable stir in the 
neighbourhood.

from crude oil.. Plans were also being 
made for the production of nitrogenous 
fertilisers. 


MOTOR CAR MAKING. 
With regard to the assembly of motor 


progress had already been made, and six 
new factories were about to be begun, and 
when these were completed they would be 
well on the way towards the complete 
shutting down of the importation of com- 
plete cars. | 
There was also a number of smaller, 
though not less important, industries such 
as thread, laces, leather goods, buttons 
and the like, which were all necessary if 
they were to make this nation self- 
sufficient. 
They had also plans in contemplation 
for the making of this country independent 
of foreign sources of fuel. The production 
of peat had been very successful, and the 
demand was in excess of supply. . Next 
year they contemplated the production of 
500,000 tons of hand-worked peat. 
They intended establishing inthe Mid- 
lands a large scale factory. as an exper- 
ment for the production of peat briquettes, 
which would be similar in calorific value 
to coal, and would be marketed at a sub- 
stantial lower price than coal. 
They had experts from the Continent 
investigating the fuel resources of Arigna, 
and plans made would result in increased 
production in that district. Similar ex- 
pert examination of a coalfield’ in the 
County Tipperary was about to be under- 


i taken. 


The completion of this programme did 
not complete the industrialisation of Ire- 
land, but there was every ground for 
optimism. 


A NEW LANDLORD. 

Mr. D. J. O'Donohoe, President of the 
Federation, proposed the toast of Eire. 
It was honoured with enthusiasm. 

Professor Alfred O'Rahilly, proposing 
the toast of “ Irish Industries,”’ said that 
they were starting out to build up a type 
of social structure which the rest of the 
world had just finished. In Germany, the 
second great machine country in the world, 
wages were 31 per cent. less than those 
paid in 1900.

The 
year that had just closed was a year of in- 
dustrial revolution. The industrial crop 
had been sown, and they were watching its 
growth to prevent the cockle from destroy- 
ing national hopes.

DOCTORS AND THE STATE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH, TIMES. 
Sir,—There are two. hills at the: moment 
going through the Dail and Senate which ‘are 
intended to» inflict great. hardship “ the 
medical profession. ‘Sir. Edward Coey Bigger 
moved recently in the Senate an amendment 
to the Workmen’s Compensation Bill, provid- 
ing payment to members of voluntary, hospital 
staffs and other doctors for medical ‘attend- 
ance on injured persons. . The Minister for 
Industry and Commerce’ replied that, as the 
law stool, medical practitioners had the same 
right as other creditors of the injured person. 
Senator Johnson attempted to queer the 
question by stating that an injured workman 
might have to pay £50 or £60 for treatment 
for six months on a weekly allowance of 16s. 
The Minister should know that, as the result 
of an antiquated Jaw, a member of a medical 
staff cannot sue any patient treated by him 
in voluntary and many other hospitals for 
his fees—even the well-to-do. 

Under the Traffic Act of 1933 the Minister 
provided that the hospitals would be re- 
imbursed at the rate of 9s. a day for every 
patient, so that the baker, the, butcher, the 
grocer and the chemist would be paid for 
their goods. Here, again, the Minister made 
no provision for the doctor’s fees, although 
he must have known, as the “' law stood,” 
that they were really debarred from pay- 
ment, Senator Dowdall and Senator St. John 
Gogarty suggested that provision could be 
made, and was made already in some cases, 
for the payment of the doctors through the 
insurance companies by adding a little to 
the insurance policy. These suggestions would 
meet the case of the doctors. Under the 
Traffic Act, 1933, and the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act a dispensary doctor may be 
called on a ticket to undertake a “to and 
from ” journey of anything up to twenty 
miles to see an insured wage-earner as a 
“poor person ” injured in hi district, 
although not ordinarily resident in it. Here, 
again, a very slight increase in the insurance 
premium would prevent this injustice, 

The second bill is the Local Services 
(Temporary Economies) (No. 2) Bill, 1933, 
This bill provides for the reduction of salaries 
of medical and other officials in the service 
of the local authorities. All grades of medical 
officials under the local authorities are 
admittedly underpaid, and I can wnder- 
stand that the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health shares this 
view. Nevertheless, Section 4 not only pro. 
vides for a minimum reduction, but allows 
also the local authority to make a reduction 
in the salary of each official individually, 
and to reduce his salary in excess of any 
amount of the prescribed minimum, subject 
to the sanction of the Minister. A section 
of the No. 1 “Cuts Act,” already in force 
in the case of civil servants and others, pro- 
vides for: an undefined ‘ allowance for ex- 
penses necessarily incurred in the perfor- 
mance ot the duties ” of any particular office. 
This applies to the dispensary doctor in 
articular, and the bill for its purpose 
defines the travelling expenses of a dispen- 
sary doctor at £50 per annum. In regard to 
this, all that mad be said is that, if a 
dispensary doctor were to limit his travelling 
expenses to £50, he would not, in the 
average district, see from a third to a fifth 
of his poor law patients, 

The fact is that in hundreds of dispensary 
districts in the Free State, if the dispensary 
doctor were paid for the mileage, at garage 
rates, covered in attending his poor law 
patients, it would ‘exceed his salary. His 
private practice, owing to the agricultural 
depression, is negligible, and it would pay 
at the present time dispensary doctors not to 
get private calls, especially at a distance, 
owing to the expense of travelling, and no 
fee forthcoming. The county medical officers 
of health, and their assistants, have salaries 
and travelling expenses, which were inade- 
quate at the time of their appointment, and, 
if these are reduced in accordance with the 
provisions of the bill, it will mean that the 
social services, for which they are respon- 
sible, can only be discharged very inade- 
quately, and at the cost of the young people. 
‘The reductions will also react unfavourably 
in the case of the county and district hospi- 
tal surgeons. ‘I'he medical officers in the 
mental hospital services, not by any 
means an attractive life, are very badly 
paid, and the tradesmen employed in these 
hospitals are frequently paid as much, and 
in some cases a little more. In the Free 
Ntate the medical services are by a long way 
worse paid than in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In “Northern [Ireland 
dispensary doctors, in addition to their 
official salaries, are paid at the rate of 7s. 
6d. a head for insured persons, even if they 
are only earning 5s. a week. Insured persons 
in the Free State receive their medical treat. 
ment by the abuse of the Medical Charities 
Acts, | 

une is forced to the conclusion, so far as 

concerned, that it is really ‘* handy 
men” doctors who are required by the

Ts arrival of the new Great Western 


steamer, Great Western, to. Waterford 

Port, to-day: was acclaimed with jubila- 
tion by the'citizens. Her entry is looked ppon 
as a harbinger of prosperity for the port; and 
certainly this modernly-equipped vessel is well 
fitted for the trade to which she is devoted. 
She replaces the Great Southern, which will 
now go to the shipbreakers. ee ge 

The new vessel arrived in port this morning 
at 9.30, and was welcomed by Messrs, J. 
Petersen, local agent for the G.W.R.; F. 8. 
Velton, traffic manager, Dublin, “and V. J. 
Beggs, assistant traffic manager, Dublin, who 
travelled specially from Dublin to assist at 
the reception of the vessel on her maiden 
voyage. She was’ accompanied by Mr. J. 
Thomas, marine superintendent, Cardiff, and 
Captain Evans, assistant marine superin- 
tendent, Fishguard. 

Though there was no set reception, all the 
civic dignatories, including the’ members’ of 
Waterford, Corporation, .Waterford .Harbour 
Commissionérs, Labour ‘Council representa- 
tives, shipping. and Jive-stock. industrigs 
visited the vessel and ‘bade the captain wei- 
come. 


TO CARRY 600 CATTLE. 


Cattlemen ‘and live-stock shippérs were en- 
thusiastic regarding the improvements effected 
for the embarkation of cattle and the provision, 
made for the conveyance of general live-stock. 

The ship's Jairage accommodation is excel- 
lent, and provided with drainage and ventila- 
tion on an entirely new system.

LORD ABERCONWAY. 


Lord Aberconway died after a brief illness 
at his London residence yesterday, aged 
eighty-three years. He was Chairman of 
the Metropolitan Railway until the London 
Transport Board took over the Tredegar 
Iron and Coal Company and the Sheep- 
bridge Coal and Iron Company possessing 
wide industrial interests. He was for twenty- 
seven years Chairman of John Brown and 
Co. uring that period the firm built, the 
Lusitania and Aquitania, and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company's steamship, the 
Empress of Britain. 

In addition to his business activities, Lord 
Aberconway was a practising barrister on 
the Chancery side from 1874 to 1897, and 
took Silk. He waa Liberal member for 
Stafford in 1880 and 1885, and 
for the Boswotth Division of Lei- 
cestershire from 1892 to 1910, 
He was one of the founders of the Eighty 
Club and National Liberal Club.

The work on which you are about to 
engage, said the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, is of very considerable im- 
portance not merely to you as manulac- 
turers, but to this country, which is, to a 
considerable extent, relying on your 
ability, enterprise and courage to help it 
to increase its productivity, to develop its 


resources agd widen the opportunities of. 


employment for its people. The great in- 
crease in industrial activity which has 
occurred in recent months, while it has 
removed. or is removing, some of our 
older problems, has in turn created new 
problems, which are giving the Govern- 
ment concern. The very special and in- 
tunate knowledge of the details of our 
economic organisation which you have 
acquired will give to your opinions on 
these problems very special weight, and 
on behalf of the Government I can under- 
take that any representation you may 
decide to make to it will have due con- 
sideration. 

I know from my contact with the 
officers and members of your organisation 
that you are approaching the examination 
of these problems in no narrow sectional 
spirit. Mr. Lemass proceeded. The in- 
terests of manufacturers are bound up jin- 
extricably with the interests of all the 
people. The people have very willingly 


consented to make whatever sacrifices are | 
temporarily necessary to afford you thel — 


opportunity of extending and developing 
your activities. and on that account I am 
sure that you in turn realise your re- 
sponsibilities to the people—the responsi- 
bility of providing them with the goods 


they require of the best quality and at | 


the lowest prices possible, consistent with 
economic production ; the responsibility of 
providing good conditions of employment 
for those associated with you in the run- 
ning of your factories; the responsibility 
of giving preference in employment to 
Irish citizens ; the responsibility of secur- 
ing the utilisation of Irish materials when 
available: above all, the responsibility of 
planning industrial development on sound 
lines, so that, no matter what economic 
or political changes the future may bring, 
the nation will not have to pass through 
this period of reconstruction again. 


THE NATION’S TRUST. 


You will enter upon your deliberations 
with the knowledge that the people de- 
cided upon a policy of intense industrial 
development, not for your personal 
benefit, but in the general national in- 
terests, and that they regard you not 
merely as the fortunate owners of capital, 
but as men entrusted with the task of 
directing the utilisation of the nation’s 
productive resources to ensure to them the 
adequate provisons of the necessaries and 
the luxuries of life. I know many, if not 
most, of you personally, and am, there- 
fore, confident that the nation’s trust is 
not misplaced. We have here in Ireland 
captains of industry with technical com- 
petence and directive ability as good as 
any in the world. They have at their 


command workers whose intelligence and 


adaptability place them well above the 
average of European nations. We have 
untapped natural resources in abundance. 
We have the good-will of the whole nation 
in our efforts towards industrial re- 
habiliation. We cannot fail. 

I wish God-speed to your work. May 
wisdom reign over your counsels, May 
this day mark yet another stage in the 
development of our country, the begin- 


ning of another and greater chapter of | 


economic progress. 


The following were the resolutions moved | 


| at the Convention :— 


1. That this Convention of Manufac- 
turers views with alarm the increasing 
penetration of non-national interests 
into our industries and distribution 
trade, and calls upon the Government 
to take such action as is necessary to 
keep our industries and distribution 
trade under national control. 

2. That this Convention of National 
Manufacturers supports and approves 
of the activities of the Graduates’ 
Committee of the Irish Universities in 
their campaign to secure for Irishmen 
control of all key positions in Irish 
industries, particularly technical posi- 
tions. 

3. As the burden of taxation falls 
with crushing severity on progressive 
industrialists who re-invest a portion 
of their profits in the efficient equip- 
ping of their factories, we call for a 
reduction of income tax on re-invested 
profits in capital expenditure; or, as 
an alternative, a larger depreciation 
allowance on the value of machinery. 
Further, we call for exemption for all 
national companies from Corporation 
profits tax, and we claim that, in any 
event, Irish companies incorporated 
since 1921 should be entitled to the 
abatements allowed in favour of com- 
panies registered before that year. 

4. That this Convention of Nationa] 
Manufacturers views with disfavour 
the expenditure of considerable sums 
of money on the unemployed in the 
absence of a compensating return in 
the nature of productive employment ; 
and that, in our opinion, every avenue 
of a reproductive character should be 
explored whereby the dual purpose of 
manly occupation on the one hand, 
and a dividend to the nation on the 
ie so expended on the other hand, 
may be secured. 

5. That, in order to relieve the 
labour market of juvenile labour, 
children shall not be engaged in in- 
dustry until they have reached 
the age of 155 years, and that voca- 
tional classes at which attendance 
would be compulsory be provided for 
children from the age of 14 to , 
years, such children being paid a smal 
salary by the State. 

6. That, in the opinion of this Con- 
vention, the prevailing practice of 
manufacturers of raw materials ré- 
quired in Irish industries having their 
distributing agencies for this country 
centred in England is detrimental to 
the full economic development of the 
Irish Free State. This Convention is 
further of opinion that every possible 
effort should be made to alter this 
position.so that Irish firms may be 
able to obtain supplies direct from the 
manufacturers or through directly 
appointed agents in Ireland. 

7. That the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce be requested to hold a 
public inquiry into the charges for 
power and i> Cm. by the Electricity 
Supply Board to the various classes of 
users, with particular reference to the 
position of employers engaged in the 
smaller industries. 

8. That this Convention of Irish 
Manufacturers, recognising the im- 
portant parts in the economic struc- 
ture of the nation occupied by 
insurance in all its aspects, urge 
support of Irish-controlled insur- 
ance companies, and call upon 
the Government to introduce legis- 
lation for the adequate protection 
of national compenies; and, mean- 
while, the Convention pledges its 
support to all national companies. 

9. That this Convention draws the

If we are to be certain of achieving our 
purpose in this respect, he went on, it will 
be necessary for all our captains of in- 
dustry to keep in close touch with the 
universities, in order that they may always 
make certain of securing ae of the 
highest qualifications and worth for 
manning the technical 
in their factories. Research chemists, 
physicists, engineers, architects and 
accountants — all of them have been 
streaming forth from our universities for 
many years past securing responsible posts 
in other countries, though seldom in their 
own. You will see, therefore, that it will 
not in any way over-tax our universities’ 
resources to cater for the special needs of 
Ireland now in the present phaso of her 
intensive industrialisation. 

Most of you have already heard some- 
thing about our Graduates’ Committee. 
This widely representative body of the 
technically competent people of this 
country has been brought into being: in 
order that our qualified people of’ ability 
will be able to secure their full share of 
the key positions in the new concerns 
being started in their own country, The 
Graduates’ Committee proposes to set 
up at once a highly efficient Bureau of 
Appointments, and to compile an ex- 
haustive list of the addresses, qualifica- 
tions and records of all graduates, no 
matter in what part of the world they 
may at present be engaged, Even those 
who may have emigrated years ago will 
be traced. When this list is complete, 
believe me, no matter how important or 
however technical the nature of the 
vacant post, a suitable Irish graduate will 
be found, 

We are all very pleased to hear that, 
even at the eleventh hour, several young 
Irish chemists are being introduced to 
our sugar industry. But one cannot help 
reflecting that it is a pity they did not 
succeed in securing posts in the first 
sugar factory seven years ago—we would 
now have been in the happy position of 
having experienced Irishmen to manage 
the extra new sugar factories being 
started. 

The Press to-day announces; that the 
State is about to build the first of the 
new factories for the production of indus- 
trial alcohol. Brewing and distillation 
have long been industries ‘‘ racy of the 
Irish soil.” On the purely scientific side 
of fermentation and distillation two of the 
outstanding and acknowledged world 
experts in the subject are in our midst— 
both university professors of chemistry, 
who have also at one time in their past 
careers held the highest managerial posts 
in large concerns in Great Britain. Here, 
at least, there is no need to bring in so- 
called foreign experts. Let the State first 
make full use of our real experts, to- 
gether with the country’s long traditions 
in the industries of fermentation and 
distillation. 

Mr. F. H. O’Donnell, in seconding, referred 
to the possibility of developing an Irish idea 
in ae and design, and said they might 
evolve something analogous to an _ Irish 
culture in industry. Even in the design of a 
motor car they might have scope for an Irish 
design.
